Defendant said: “ Yes; this is my gaa! (Á 
and, producinga key, opened the press. De- 
fendant took out a double-barrelled shotgun 
and said: ' 1 am licensed for that.” 

Sergeant Feeney, Sergeant Dowd and Detec- 
tive Officers Forde and White proceeded to 
search the place, continued witness. Sergeant 
Feeney found the American ammunition in 
the press. The defendant said that the 
ammunition belonged to a narrow-bore gun 
which he lost some years ago. Sergeant 
Feeney also found a .22 rifle in a canvas 
case in the bottom of the press and 41 rounds 
of .22 ammunition in cardboard boxes. The 
deZencant said-that the rifle and ammunition 
must have been there for years. He. had 
forgotten all about them. oe 

Supermtendent D. J. Stapleton, ballistic 
expert, said that the rifle was in perfect 
condition. There was a deposit in the barrel 
ef the weapon which on examination 
indicated that,it was from a fired shot. Ia 
his opinion, a shot had been fired within “he 
two days preceding his receipt of the rifle. 
This was confirmed by subsequent corrosion 
tests. 


SHOTS HEARD 


Superintendent D. Hurley soy that as a 
result of a complaint that a shot had been 
fired at. Upper Pembroke street. on the 
morning. of June 13, he issued the search 
warrant to Inspector Maber. 

In. reply to the Justice; Mr, D. O’Dono 
van. (Chief. State Solicitor’s Office), who 
prosecuted, said that the shot mentioned by 
the Superintendent had been fired about 2 cr 
3 a.m. on June 13, in the vicinity of ól 
Upper Pembroke street. The shot struck a 
motor car, in. which there were two persons. 
The Guards were of opinion at the time that 
the damage caused to a window of the car 
was the result«of a .22 rifle bullet. 

At’ this’ stage of the proceedings the 
defendant... protested, and said that the 
evidence seemed to be unfair to him. 

Mr. O'Danovan said that there was no 
charge agairst the defendant in connection 
with the shovting. 

In evidence the defendant said that he had 
the rifle and ammunition since 1914. The 
rifle‘ had been bought by a relative, a young 
man at the time, who subsequently join®] 
the “ Pals’ Battalion and went to the war. 
The rifle had been left lying in the house 
where deferdant had discovered it. He had 
the rifle cleaned and put away in the press 
and forgot all about it. It had never he2n 
used hy him er anybody in the house. The 
ammunition for the rifle had been discovered 
by him in the house at the same time as the 
rifle. If the rifle had been found by the 
“ Black and Tans”’ he would, undoubtedly, 
have been shot. 

Justice—That would show what a serious 
view they would take of the discovery. 

Defendant—I admit that it is a dangerous 
tov. 

The Justice imposed a fine of 40s. for 
having the rifle without a certificate and 
40s. for having the ammunition without a 
certifizate.. He ordered the’ confiscation -f 
the rifle and ammunition.

THE CURING OF BACON 


Dr. RYAN, Mimister for Agriculture, reply- 
ing to Mr. EK. O'Neill, said that he had no 
intormation as to the refusal ot Messrs. Lun- 
bam, bacon curers, Cork, acting in accordance 
with the production quota of the Bacon 
Marketing Board, to kill and cure pigs for the 
South Cork Board of Assistance. The firm 
might legally do so, but the quantity of bacon 
thus cured would rank as part of their pro- 
duction quota. The provision contained in 
the legislation dealing with the matter was 
very necessary to prevent over-production by 
individual factories, and he was not prepared 
to introduce legislation to modify it. 

‘Mr.. BROOKE BRAZIER (U.L, Cork, 
S.E.) asked if the Minister was aware that 
the firm in question killed the pigs free of 
charge and retained the offals. The Board of 
Assistance was r tremendous expense in 
purchasing bacon, and heasked 1f the Minister 
could see his way to permit killing, as pre 
viously, without including it in the quota. 

Dr. RYAN said it was a matter for the 
Bacon Marketing Board. 

Mr. DILLON asked was it not true that 
the Minister insisted on the Cork Board of 
Assistance paying its share of the levy on 
bacon in order to hel the subsidy of the 
export of bacon to Great Britain.

SERVICE PENSIONS 


Mr. FRANK AIKEN, Minister for Defence, 
told Mr. Norton that 56,193 applications for 
service certificates had been made to date 
under Section 7 of the Military Service Pen- 
sions Act, 1954.

THE SALE OF MILK 


Mr. O’KELLY, replying to Mr. N. Wall 
(U.I., Waterford), said that he was aware 
that in a few areas a number of dairymen who 
sold small quantities of milk had ceased the 
business; the premises of these dairyman did 
not comply with the milk and dairies’ regula- 


tions, and were not such as to enable clean 


milk to be produced therein. Any premises 
which were well constructed and clean couid, 
with little alteration, conform to the regula- 
tions, and the great majority of small 
suppliers had, in fact, complied with the 
requirements. Sanitary authorities had not 
been unreasonable in their demands on dairy- 
men and only the minimum requirements in 
regard to the condition of premises had, as 
yet, been enforced. He was not prepared to 
modify the regulations to allow suppliers to 
sell milk until their customers could get 
supplies from persons whose premises were 
constructed in accordance with the law.

A woman's remarkable courage when 
held up by two men who threw chemicals 
in her eyes is revealed by police investiga- 
tions inte a hold-up which occu in the 
branch premises of Messrs. Gilbey, the 
well-known wine and spirit merchants, at 
the corner of Vernon avenue, Clontarf, 
Dublin. 

The woman, Mrs. Dowling, who is 
manageress of the premises, was showing 
some bottles of Spanish wine to two tall 
strangers who had come into the shop and 
requested it. One of the men passed a 
remark about a label on the bottle, and 
as Mrs. Dowling examined it the second 
man threw some powder into her face, 
partly blinding her, The men then went 
quickly towards the till, and Mrs. 
Dewling grasped a bottle and warned them 
that if they approached it she would fling 
the bottle through the plate glass window, 
and defied them until relief, in the form 
of a customer, appeared at the door. She 
shouted to this person to call the police.

PLANNING NEEDED 


Taking as her subject, ‘“‘The Why and 
Wherefore of Labour Management and Wel- 
fare Work in Industry and Commerce,” M 
H. M. Shannon (Bolton), Vice-President of 
the Institute of Labour Management, sai 
that for well over a century there had been a 
great and _ ever-increasing expansion of 
mechanised. industrialism in the world. 
Ireland was a young country in this respect. 
The Free State Minister for Industry and 
Commerce had made a speech the previous 
night which was most interesting reading. 
She liked his answer to the “swallow” sug- 
gestion, and the most significant idea whic 
ran through his speech was hia insistence that 
they were building up their industries on a 
planned basis Planning in industry, internal 
and external, was one of the greatest needs 
of to-day. She wished to make the point 
that wherever and whenever in any country 
it was recognised that the human element in 
industry was being subjected to conditions 
which required reform, then the idea under 
lying welfare of the labour management was 

ra 

The Institute of Labour Management, she 
said, was founded in 1913. She would pause 
there to emphasise their special pleasure in 
having as Chairman Mr. Jacob, who was 
present at that meeting in 1913. The catas- 
trophe of 1914 gave tremendous impetus to 
the personnel movement. many women 
and girls came into industry that in England 
the appointment of a welfare worker was 
compulsory,. They had 400 members actively 
engaged in labour management, 164 associate 
members and 54 student members. An 
enlightened labour policy was essential, and 
that policy should in particular provide for 
the consideration of ways and means whereby 
the greatest possible degree of security of 
earnings Aud stability of employment could 
be secured, It should also provide for the 
encouragement of consultation between the 
operating staff, their representatives and the 
management, in order to promote mutual 
confidence and understanding

(Me¢srs, Wills) seconded, a vote of thanks 
to the lecturer. 


THE GUINNESS FIRM 
Sir John Lumsden aaid that he represented 
the great firm of Messrs. Guinness, Son, and 
Co., Ltd., who in the field of welfare. work 


were pioneers, not only in the Free State, but |: 


in the British Isles. It had been the tradi- 
tional policy of the Guinness _ .mily to take an 
interest in theit employés. He was in charge 
of the medical department, and about 15, 
people, including children, got free medival 
treatment Their dispensary averaged from 
200 to 500 cases a day, and. they had three 
ddctors, two nurses, a welfare superintendent, 
two dentists, an X-ray and other departments, 
all necessary for ple who were ill. The 
directors kept in close touch with the em- 
ployés, and at St. James’s Gate they were all 
a happy family. They never had a strike, 
and would never have one, and their place 
was an outstanding example of. the benefits 
to be derived from social welfare. He wel- 
comed this effort to create an institute where 
the welfare of the employés would be 
developed. 

Dr. Lombard Murphy associated himself 
with the scheme, and after a brief talk it was 
decided to establish a branch of the institute 
in Dublin.

Jasimir Hunin. ark.ewicz ‘was the 
ona mm. “a Polish landowner, Peter 

unin-Markiewicz, and was born at the 
estate of Denhoffowka, in the Government of 
Kieff, in the Ukraine, now ‘Soviet: Russia. 
Our family originated from the Minsk Dis- 
trict a part of that territory between Poland 
and Russia proper, which for several hun- 
dreds of years had belonged to Poland, and 
that is why so many landowners in the 
Ukraine and White Russia were Polish. : 

My grandfather, Peter Dunin-Markiewicz, 
f f Minsk, had married Maria 
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Count STANIBLAS Markiewrcz. 


Chrzasaczewska, some years after the Rising 
of 1863. She belonged to a well-known 
Ukrainian family, whose name was associated 
tight up to the Revolution with a stud of 
famous Arab horses, which they supplied to 
the Imperial Guards. 

The Markiewicz property of Zywotowka, in 
Lipowiec County, Gov. of Kieff, was acquired 
by my grandfather soon after his marriage. 
He was an earnest and studious man, who 
tried to improve the lot of the peasants under 
the Russian regimé by building schools and 
helping them in every way. It was here that 
Casimir spent his boyhood years, in sur- 
roundings common to all the landed gentry 
in the Ukraine, with the usual sporting and 
other pursuits and interests. The Poles, like 
the Trish, are splendid horsemen—who hasn't 
heard of Sobieski’s ' Winged Husears”’ he 
fore Vienna in 1685?—and riding and eques. 
trian sports play an imnertant part in the 
make-up of the avérage Pole. 


POLISH. PREFIX 


There are quite a number of families in 
Poland and the Ukraine who are entitled to 
use the prefix ‘‘Danin’’ before their names, 
and the '“Swan " coat of arms—a white or 
silver swan on a red field, surmounted by a 
coronet, and a smaller swan on another 
crown, And there are others who are simply 
called Dunin, who also can trace their ances- 
try to the Peter Dunin, ‘‘the Dane,”’ who 
settled, in Poland in the XÍIth century, and 
became Chancellor to Boleslas [LI., the Wry- 
mouthed.’

Jadwiga Splawa Neyman was the daughter 
of a well-known Ukraimian family, who lived 
about twenty-five miles from our place, and 
Casimir, whilst on vacation, used to spend a 
fot of his time at thew house. | well remem-.

gusto, how he didn’t think anything of riding 
one of those tortuous '“penny-farthings ” to 
the ‘ree ' and back, in one. day—fifty 
miles over the Russian roads, meré tracks, ot 
the early ‘90's. 

So my father found himself in Paris about 

the middle of 1895, where he joined the State 
School oí Ast, the Mecca..of..all_ buddi 
artists. Not long afierwards, Jadwiga, forlorn 
at the long separation—they must have been 
ne engaged — — her people to 
allow her to go to Paris to study music, as 
she had shown a decided talent for composi- 
tion, Soon after her arrival they got married.

The Senate Issue 


We often feel sorry for Mr. William 
Norton. He is leader of the Labour Party 
in Dáil Eireann; his political position 
was strengthened substantially after the 
last general election; yet he and his 
friends in the Dáil habitually support 
President de Valera, who never tries to 
conceal hiscontempt for them. Occasionally 
Mr. Norton kicks over the traces; but 
when he does show some signs of inde. 
pendence he nearly always is in the wrong. 
Yesterday, for example, he delivered a 


matter of the proposed new Senate. He 
was a member of the special committee 
that examined the whole problem of the 
Second Chamber, and with Mr. McGilligan 
—surely a strange political bed fellow—he 
‘supported a plan which would have given 
Labour greater representation than that 
to which its numbers entitle it. President 
de Valera. as we think not without reason, 
refused to accept this scheme, and at the 
beginning of the present week put forward 
a plan of his own. It is anything but 
a perfect plan, as we already have 
pointed out; but, in our opinion, it is 
worth « fair trial Mr. Norton is ex 
ceedingly indignant about it. In the Dáil 
yesterday he abused Mr. de Valera, 
arguing that, whether one might like it 
or not, the new Senate, in the nature of 
things, would be a political body. He 
declared that already ex politicians, 
present politicians, and prospective 
politicians were canvassing for seats on 
the new body. We are quite prepared to 
believe him; but that fact does not affect 
the real issue in any way. Mr. Norton 
and his 98 wanted the new Senate to 
be nominated and elected by Dáil Kireann. 
In other words, they would have it as a 
kind of second string of the popular 
House, We are convinced that nothing 
could be wosse. Such a Senate would 
defeat the whole. object of a revising 
Chamber. It would do away with inde. 
pendent criticism; it would be controlled 
entirely by the party caucuses, and merely 
would say “ditto ” to the most egregious 
performances of the Dáil. Yo do him 


is anxious to get away from this sort of 
thing. He knows the dangers of a Senate 
that would be a reflex of opinion in the 
Dáil, and his plan, extending the elec- 
torate to, include members of local 
authorities, at least broadens the base on 
which the new Fouse will be erected. We 
repeat that we do not regard the 
President’s scheme as sacrosanct; but it 
is infinitely preferable to that which has 
been put forward by Mr. Norton and his 
friends. 

Mr. de Valera finds himsclf at present 
in a difficult position. He made a very 
bad mistake when he decided to: abolish 
the old Senate which, in its original form, | 
probably was one of the best Chambers of 
its kind in. existen Now he is trying, 
as we ‘believe, quite sincerely, to make 
amends, realising the serious dangers of 
unicameral’ government, and he is 
attacked bitterly by his Labour allies.

It must “have 
been obvious to everybody associated with 
the initiation of the experiment that its 
success depended upon factors which were 
at the time either incalculable or only 
partially known, and that in the fast 
resort success or failure wou!d depend 
upon the price at which au adequate 
supply of potatoes could be procured, If, 
it may have been argued, potatoes. could 
be had at such a price, and with so-and-so 

much starch content, the output would be 
so many gallons, which could be sold for 
so many thousands of pounds. In such 
speculative ventures everything depends 
upon the accuracy of the various factors 
in the equation. A balance-sheet which 
appears satisfactory may be made up from 
theoretical elements; but no amount of 


tilleries if the initial price offered is not 
in accord with the economic price ruling 
at the time. The whole scheme seems to 
have been conceived in a hurry and 
launched without the exploration of possi- 
bilities and prospects which such a pro- 
ject appeared to demand. Tho rosy 
prospect of two years ago has been sub- 
jected to a darkening in the interval, so 
that at present it is difficult to say whether 
the interesting and most welcome experi- 
ment is doomed to failure. What looked 
like a gift horse then appears as a Trojan 
horse now. 

An outlet for surplus potatoes is a most 
desirable thing in itself; an industry 
which can offer about half the market 
value of the potatoes is not so desirable. 
When farmers are offered £3 a ton for 
potatoes by merchants in their own fields, 
and when pétatoes sel] for over £4 a ton 
in Dublin, an offer of £2 a ton from one 
of the new distilleries is not calculated to 
make the road to the factory a congested 
area, So long as the Government is will. 
ing to maintain three, or possibly four, 
of the distilleries idle for an indefinite 
period, and to keep a large capital sum 
in a condition of suspense, all is well from 
its view-point, When the history of the 
negotiations with the beet-growers is re- 
membered neither farmers nor the public 
at large can afford a similar complacency. 
Potato growers contend that they cannot

Rakija 


- The Balkans, after years of dignified 
indifference to the world’s incredulity, at 
last have decided to prove their regard 
for the truth. Readers of this newspaper, 
better, perhaps, than the readers of any 
other, know of the staggering stories that 
emerge from Bosnia, and all points east. 
They know of Ludwig Pelyl, whose leg 
derailed’ a train; of Stefan Cristea, who 
died because he refused a drink ; of Stipu 
Vrhovatz, who tossed off a black coffee 
after he had fallen 1,000 feet ; and of Milo 
Petrovich and the smoking hare. We 
trust that these tales have brought a 
missing delight to their lives; and we 
should be surprised if they had believed 
one word. Hares do not smoke; and a 
fall of a thousand feet ends in catastrophe 
rather than coffee. For ourselves we re 
ported these stories as they were received, 
with here and there a word of slightly 
qualified acceptance ; and, apparently, our 
attitude has stirred Vreme, the organ of 
the Yugoslavian Government, into life. 
Vreme has completed an inquiry into the 
number of centenarians who are at present 
in residence in Belgrade, with the pro 
fessed intention of confounding the un 
believer We are confounded. JVreme. 
first crack out of the box, unearthed 
Magda Ivankovitch. She is 116 years old, 
has been smoking for a century and drinks 
Rakija. Vidosava Markovitch is 108, 
sings, knits, sews and drinks Rakija.

It means much to Britain, as goods 
to the value of two hundred millions a 
year pass through its docks, representing 
a third of the total overseas trade of 
China, Standing at the mouth of the 
Canton river, about ninety miles south of 
Canton, it possesses one of the biggest 
natural ports in the world, undeveloped 
until ninety years ago, ‘when it was 
British enterprise that made it grow into 
what it is to-dav. In addition to its 
ecommerce Hong Kong is a naval and mi)i- 
tary station of first-class importance, with 
defences of a most formidable character. 


Japan Yields the Tugs 


Japan has had to return the American 
and Italian tugs seized at Kinleeyuan 
Wharf yesterday, when the flags of the 
United States and Italy were pulled down. 
Strong protests have resulted in the flags 
being hoisted again, and the tugs have 
heen returned to the wharf. At first the 
Japanese authorities offered to return the 
tugs if they were sent for, but this in- 
vitation, of course, was refused, and it 
was insisted that the vessels should be 
returned. ‘his demand was agreed to, and 
the tugs were brought back by a Japa- 
nese tug, while hundreds of Chinese on 
the wharves and on hoats watched their 
arrival. This is the first time since the 
war started that a Foreign Power has 
succeeded in gaining recognition of any 
principle, which it was considered the 
Japanese had violated. 


Fortifying Singapore 


Fortification work has been in progress 
in Singapore for years, and tha island mav 
now be fecked upon as the most stronc rly 
fortified naval base in the world, as the 
giant graving dock recently completed wi '| 
come into use this week. This dock has 
been opened only just in time; for the 

reat floating dock, which was towed out 
from the Tyne some nine years ago, has 
suffered severe deterioration due to the 
humid tropical climate. Fhe new graving 
dock 1s of formidable size, as it can hold 
two battleships at the same time, and if 
necessary could accommodate the Queen 
Mary. ork is now proceeding on shore 
barracks for the naval personnel, medical 
opinion being emphatic that in the event 
of a battleship being stationed at 
Singapore the men will need to live on the 
ship only when absolutely necessary. 
Battle cruisers are not designed for com- 
fort and health in the tropics, so the men 
will be sent on shore as much as possible. 


Repercussions of the Talks 

The British Government will take steps 
without delay to consult the Dominions 
as to the- conversations between Lord 
Halifax and Herr Hitler, and the ensuing 
talks with the French statesmen. The 
opinion of the Dominion Governments will 
be sought through their High Commis- 
sioners or other representative officials. 
When replies have been received from the 
Dominions it is possible that further steps 
may be taken, and a communication sent 


to Berlin acquainting the German Govern-. 


ment with a summary of the British views. 
It is generally recognised that no time 
should be lost in pursuing the possibility 
of an Oeste ng, with France in- 
cluded, now that the ball has been set 
rolling. 


The Duke of Sazxe-C-burg 

The Duke of Saxe-{‘oburg and Gotha has 
just arrived in London on a visit, and he 
will be present at the Anglo-German 
dinner at Grosvenor House to-morrow 
evening, The Duke, a grandson of Queen 
Victoria, is a keen supporter of the Hitler 
régime, but is also a great advocate of 
good relations between his country and 
Great Britain. One of the wealthiest 
Princes left in Germany, the Duke has a 
fine house in Berlin, where he labours con- 
stantly for the cause, and he may be 
igokel upon as an unofficial Ambassador 
between the country of his adoption and 
the land of his. birth; for he was born at 
Esher, and did not go to Germany until 
he was oifered the Duchy of Saxe-Cobury 
in 1900, after it had been refused by the 
Duke of Connaught. The Duke is a 
general of infantry, and marched in his 
uniform at the funeral of George V.

It marks the end of a period in the his- 
tory of the nursing profession which may 
be said to have begun when Florence 
Nightingale re-created that profession and 
gave it again the high ideals of service 
which had been its conspicuous grace in 
the old religious houses. Miss Nightin- 
gale’s effort was necessarily limited by 
the circumstances of her time and by the 
knowledge which was then available. If 
she laid strong and sure foundations, she 
did not build upon a scale which modern 
udgment could accept as adequate. Many 
ranches of nursing found no place at all 
in her scheme, and the needs of millions 
remained remote from its provisions. 

The passage of the years necessarily 
intensified this difficulty—so much so that

Bonds Issued—During the year the issues 
of 44 per cent.

No 43 per cent. New Land Bonds or 4 per 
cent. Land Bonds. have yet been cancelled, 
but bonds to the extent stated (£171,870) 
were redeemed and cancelled during the year. 

Advances to Purchasers—Of the total of

BRITISH REPORT 


The British report to the Confer. 
specially valuable. It was submitted by Dr, 
J. Johnstone Jervis, and copies are avail. 
able from the British Committee, Interna- 
tional Union of Local Authorities, 26 Al 
don street, Westminster. Dr. Jervis said that 
careful records are kept of deaths í 
respiratory diseases in most of the large 
towns, and that there is usually a steep “ea 
in the rate after a smoke fog. The 
poisonous effect of city smoke has L 
observed and recorded. Central heating has 
been substituted for the open coal fire in 
large buildings such as schools and univer- 
sities, while gas and electricity are to an in- 
creasing extent taking the place of coal in 
the heating of shops, dwellinghouses and 
smaller buildings. Various experts have

in cities and industrial areas. A bia: ial 
greyish-brown fog formed by the conde:

which is white—i.e terete i evoid of smoke. 
The heat rays of the sun are uvable to eff. 
penetration to any great depth so that in a 
much polluted atmosphere the fog often p: 
sists alt das: while clearing in the surreu 
ing country. Dr. Jervis dealt in detail with 
the methods preferred for the analysis of 
gases which pollute the atmosphere and with 


the various appliances, standard deposit 
gauge, Owen’s automatic dust filter. Owen's 
jet dust counter, thermal precipitation used 
for measuring dust in suspension in the 
atmosphere; dust on the ground is usually 
measured by funnel gauge. Dr. Jervis a'so 


summarised the law as contained in the Pub! 
Health Act, 1875, the Public Health (Smoke 
Abatement) Act, 1926 Local Acts, and the 
Public Health Act. 1936. The law in the 
Free State is contained in the Public Health 
Act, 1878, and its scope and powers proba! 
need revision 

Sites are now being selected for numerous 
factories, hospitals a sanatoriums, town and 
regional planning is under consideration, and 
there are great expectations from a growing 
tourist industry. In ali these matters the 
condition of the atmosphere is of great 
significance. The general health of the com- 
munity, and especially the well-being of 
children is closely involved. 

It is of interest to note that Article 10 
of the Constitution declares that the air be- 
longs to the State and that provision may 
be made by law for its paarngement.
